"Bouquet of I'eace" to the sovereign heads of their respec­ 
tive countries, according to a local spokesman of the Flor­ 
ists' Telegraph Delivery Assn.

FTD, through Intorflora, its international affiliate, in 
cooperation with the NATO Chaplains' Conference made 
arrangements for the leading religious leaders to express 
hope for world peace to the heads of their respective gov­ 
ernments through the medium of a "Bouquet of Peace" 
made of the national flowers from each of the 14 NATO 
countries.

The chaplains met to exchange information and exper­ 
iences in an effort to strengthen the moral and spiritual 
foundations in the Navies of the NATO nations. They 
visited major Navy Installations and met with civilian 
groups throughout the nation in the process ot getting a 
closer look a the religious aspects of service and civilian 
life in the United States.
